2. By being still -- 

Psalm 46 reads, "Repent (Be 
still) and know that | am 
God.”

Being in harmony is 
being in peace, and our inner 
guidance comes from this 
peace. 


3. By sincere desire --

Gr a recent conversation with 
a commercial fisherman in 
Houston, Texas, | was told that 
Anise oil in a mixture of bait 
‘tworks great” for catching 
catfish! 

Since the first cook was 
tempted to try the sweet, spicy 
and licorice taste and aroma, 
Anise has proved almost 
irresistible for that extra 
something it imparts when added 
to pancakes, cookies, carrots and 
beverages. It even finds its way 
into the flavor treatment of 
medicine. The seeds are fine for 
sachets and potpourris. 

The herb also has medicinal 
values. Centuries ago the tea 
made from boiling the leaves was 
used for a treatment of epilepsy. 
Hippocrates, the father of 
medicine is said to have 
recommended it for treating 
coughs. Bad breath has, in days 
past, been covered up with the 
oil of Anise. Once the belief was 
so strong for the benefits of the 
herb that many considered it 
able to prevent an attack of 
epilepsy by simply holding it in 
the hand. 

Culinary lore tells of the use 
of Anise in the traditional 
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Nature’s Own Ministers of Healing 


Roman wedding cake. For the 
occasion, Roman chefs prepared 
a cake called Mustical, a mixture 
of meal and savory seeds, 
including Anise. The Anise was 
said to have aided in the 
digestion and to prevent 
flatulence.

Religion has always had to pull 
itself up as a lesser value in the minds 
of most materialists. In 1973, it was 
given the armor necessary to re-focus 
balanced, competitive interest on it as 
an endeavor worthy of man’s great 
mortal labors. A new category has 
been given birth to the select list of 
five which were established 
immediately following the death of 
Alfred Bernhard Nobel in 1896. 


Wren Nobel set aside 
$9,200,000 for the Nobel Prize, 
it was his written intention to 
reward the fruitful labors of both 
men and women equally who 
would work for the benefit of 
mankind and would make an 
outstanding contribution in the 
categories of (1) physics (2) 
chemistry (3) physiology or 
medicine. (4) literature and (5) 
peace. The award of any one of 
the five Nobel prizes constitutes 
an international honor. Although 
the peace category has been won 
by those considered every incha 
religious by-product, the term 
spiritual contribution never 
>. entered into the final 

consideration by the panel 
charged with selecting the men 
and women who would bear this 
great honor. 

The Templeton prize for 
helping to achieve progress in the 
knowledge of God has earned the 
right to be grouped with the 
Nobel prize, though definitely 
distinct by definition and intent. 

To the announced winner 
goes a check for $220,000. The 
coveted award for 1981 will be 
presented to Dame Cicely 
Saunders in London in May by 
Prince Philip.

And yet it has 
consistently been rare, unique 
individuals like Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta, who received the first 
Templeton prize, who have 
walked away with this honor. 
Dame Cicely Saunders is the 
guiding force behind the 
international hospice movement - 
its task to provide homelike 
services and personal attention to

the terminally ill. The lady is a 
devout Anglican. Invariably, she 
and those selfless workers 
demonstrating the importance 
and application of spiritual 
assistance for the material world 
has been brought to the full 
recognition of the world and 
given a check which then elevates 
their testament to mankind as 
being equal and deserving of the 
same consideration and reward as 
those striving for purely 
materialistic gains. 

It is particularly interesting 
that the one man selected for the 
task of compiling a list of the 
candidates for consideration by 
the nine member judges is, a 
Methodist minister from Belfast, 


lreland. The Rev. Wilbert Forker 


who makes this initial decisior 
on the 36 candidates to be 
evaluated was once the 
officer for the World Counce 
Churches. 

John M. Templeton is 3 
Presbyterian from Tenne 
Now 68, he calls home 
Bahamas. He is a former

Resuscitation and 
Entrance Into Eternal Life 


Wb ren the body is no longer 
able to perform the bodily 
functions in the natural world 
that corresponds to the spirit's 
thoughts and affections, which 
the spirit has from the spirit 
world, man is said to die. This 
takes place when the respiration 
of the lungs and the beatings of 
the heart cease. But the man 
does not die; he is merely 
separated from the bodily part 
that was of use to him in the 
world, while the man himself 
continues to live. It is said that 
the man himself continues to live 
since man is not a man because 
of his body but because of his 
spirit, for it is what makes man. 

Evidently, then, the death of 
man is merely in his passing from 
one world into another. And this 
is why in the Word in its internal 
sense death signifies resurrection 
and continuation of life. 

There is an inmost 
communication of the spirit with 
the breathing and with the 
beating of the heart, the spirit’s 
thought communicating with the 
breathing, and its affection of 
love with the heart; consequently 
when these two motions cease in 
the body there is at once a 
separation. These two motions, 
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the respiration of the lungs and 
the beating of the heart, are the 
very bond on the sundering of 
which the spirit is left to itself, 
and the body being then 
deprived of the life of its spirit 
grows cold and begins to decay. 
This inmost communication of 
the spirit of man is with the 
respiration and with the heart, 
because on these all vital motions 
depend, not only in general but 
in every particular. 

After the separation, the 
spirit of man continues in the 
body for a short time, but only 
until the heart’s action has 
wholly ceased, which happens

variously in accord with the 
diseased condition that causes 
death, with some the motion of 
the heart continuing for some 
time, with others not so long. As 
soon as this motion ceases the 
man is resuscitated; but this is 
done by the Lord alone. 
Resuscitation means the drawing 
forth of the spirit from the body, 
and its introduction into the 
spiritual world; this is commonly 
called the resurrection. 

The spirit is not separated 
from the body until the motion

The angels 
appeared to roll off, as it were, a 
coat from the left eye towards 
the bridge of the nose, that the 
eye might be opened and be 
enabled to see. This is only an 
appearance, but to the spirit it 
seemed to be really done. When 
the coat thus seemed to have 
been rolled off there is a slight 
sense of light, but very dim, like 
what is seen through the eyelids 
on first awakening from sleep.

To me this dim light took on a 
heavenly hue, but | was told 
afterwards that the color varies. 
Then something is felt to be 
gently rolled off from the face, 
and when this is done spiritual 
thought is awakened. This rolling 
off from the face is also an 
appearance, which represents the 
spirit’s passing from natural 
thought into spiritual thought. 
The angels are extremely careful 
that only such ideas as savor of 
love shall reach the one 
resuscitated. They now tell him 
that he is a spirit. 

When he has come into the 
enjoyment of light the spiritual 
angels render to the new spirit 
every service he can possibly 
desire in that state; and teach 
him about the things of the other 
life so far as he can comprehend 
them. But if he has no wish to be 
taught, the spirit longs to get 
away from the company of the 
angels. Nevertheless, the angels 
do not withdraw from him, but 
he separates himself from them; 


for the angels love every one, and 
desire nothing so much as to 
render service, to teach, and to 
lead into heaven; this constitutes 
their highest delight. When the 
spirit has thus withdrawn he is 
received by good spirits, and as 
long as he continues in their 
company everything possible is 
done for him. But if he has lived 
such a life in the world as would 
prevent his enjoying the 
company of the good; he longs 
to get away from the good, and 
this experience is repeated until 
he comes into association with 
such as are in entire harmony, 
and with such he finds his own 
life, and what is surprising, he 
then leads a life like that which 
he led in this world. 

This opening state of man's 
life after death lasts out a few 
days. How he is afterwards led 
from one state to another, and 
finally either into heaven or into 
hell, will be told in what follows. 
This, too, | have been permitted 
to learn by much experience. 

| have talked with some on 
the third day after their decease, 
when the process described 
above had been completed, 
especially with three whom | had 
known in the world, to whom | 
mentioned that arrangements 
were now being made for 
burying their bodies; on hearing 
this they were smitten with a 
kind of surprise, saying that they 
were alive, and that the thing 
that had served them in the 
world was what was being 
buried. Afterwards, they 
wondered greatly that they had 
not believed in such a life after 
death while they lived in the 
body, and especially that 
scarcely any within the church so 
believed. 

Those that have not believed 
in the world in any life of the 
soul after the life of the body are 
greatly ashamed when they find 
themselves to be alive. But those

Gn those cases in which the healing forces of 
the body are not strong enough to maintain health, 
more force is needed. A healer must assist by 
furnishing the needed force and the patient is 
helped to a degree that his body can respond to the 
healing influences. 

Persons. who heal without using drugs, surgery 
or adjustments are using something about which 
our physical senses tell us little. We see the effects, 
but wonder about the method. We learn that it can 
be done but little is understood as-to how. it_is 
done. 

The following will add to a better 
understanding of healing: Dr. Charles Mayo has 
said, ‘‘Music has the power to aid digestion, lower 
or raise blood pressure, shrink the spleen, help to 
cure nervous diseases and stimulate phlegmatic 
people.” This is true but music being a purely 
physical harmonious vibration contains no healing 
force in itself. It assists in healing by inducing the 
patient to make good conditions for the healing 
force of his own body. The better the conditions 
made, the more effective the force can operate. 

The mind has great power over the body both 
constructively and destructively. Our thoughts aid 
our health or retard our recovery. “A contented 
mind is a powerful therapeutic.’’ Pure mental 
healing is accomplished by the mentality causing 
the body to change its rate of vibration to the 
normal one. The action of the mind can make you 
sick as well as cure it. 

If we believe strongly in the power to cure or 
heal we set in motion more strongly the forces of 
the mind and body, thus making better conditions 
for all healing forces to reach the affliction. Thus, 
faith healing can be done. Prayer aids in becoming 
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passive or receptive to these forces and a cure j 
often achieved by this method. The forces used a re 
assisted by all those who are present. 
All of these methods are just different ways í for 
contacting the healing force of nature. Heale 
using these methods are getting results but are 
seldom interested in anything but the results. 
The magnetic and the Spiritual Healer have 
access to all the forces of nature. So he should be 
all the more effective. He is able to project an 
actual vibration felt by the patient. In all heali 
the more receptive the patient becomes, the grea te 
the benefit to himself. 
In order to explain what we mean by magnetic 
we must deal with magnetism. A metal magnet has 
lines of force which travel from the positive pole te 
the negative continually. This type of magnet has 
attraction for metals only. Science teaches us thai 
the proper use of magnets will generate electricity 
and that matter, in its essence, is probably 
electrical particles.

France is a phase of 
~mediumship not entirely 
understood as yet. Although 
there are considerable differences 
in degree, trance is spoken of as 
going under control. It resembles 
a sleep state in that there are 
various St. aeS oO T 
“unconsciousness. Webster defines 
F nce as a state in which the 
soul seems to have passed into 
another state of being. As in 
sleep, trance has its preparatory 

es or lulling to sleep, deep 

e assuming the condition 
induced by an anesthetic, and 
the return to consciousness 
ilar to emerging from a sleep 
te. The mental organization of 
medium is manipulated by 
“spirit control in order that 
the desired thought may reach

the mind of the medium, but 
never does the guide actually 
enter the physical body of the 
medium. 

Neither does the guide 
disturb the etheric body of the 
medium. The etheric body is the 
permanent body and is or should 
be in harmony with the physical 
body. An emanation called the 
aura surrounds the outside of the 
physical body and is sometimes 
visible to psychics. To take 
control, the spirit enters the aura 
of the medium and blends with 
it. In this way the mind of the 
spirit can influence the mind, 
brain, and nervous system of the 
entranced medium. Thus any 
control a spirit guide exercises 
upon a medium is purely mental. 
No spirit can take possession of 
the sitter’s physical organism. 

In bringing a medium under 
control there will be a flow of 
words or impressions which the 
sitter should not try to alter or 
stop in any way. That can lead to

exhibitionism. There should be 
no attempt to insert the 
medium’s own personality into 
the message given by the spirit 
guide. Let it come easily and 
naturally, and the sitter will 
discover that a force is guiding 
the speaker into a wider and 
more advanced trend of thought 
than had been previously 
attained. 

The receptivity and 
sensitivity of the medium, as well 
as the extent to which he or she 
may be used as an instrument of 
communication, expands under 
trance. The instrument is more 
capable of transmitting a message 
or thought going far beyond the 
ordinary perceptive powers. 
Indeed, trance does not harm 
one's individuality. Rather, the 
opposite is true. Through trance, 
the medium gains a greater 
awareness and a deeper 
knowledge and understanding of 
the mighty universe than could 
have been possible otherwise.

Law of Mental Growth 


This, then, is the law of 
mental growth. Spiritualism is 
not an exception to the rule. 
Among the teachers and leaders 
in the movement, among the 
clear thinkers, the sharp 
distinctions between it and 
Christianity or perhaps more 
properly Christolatry, stand out

like mountain peaks against a 
sunset sky. But to the groups of 
Spiritualists around the world as 
a whole and even to some of our 
newer teachers, no such clear 
distinctions appear. Spiritualism 
seems to many of them to be no 
more than a golden haze hanging 
over the landscape of old time 
conceptions. 

To speak to the present day 
generation of Spiritualist 


workers, the main point to 
emphasize is the necessity of 
stressing before all audiences the 
fundamentals of our system. 
Because our philosophy and 
religion are based on science each 
additional lesson given to the 
scientific community sometimes 
seems to belittle and chip away 
at the rock on which we all stand 
united. It is only when we look 
upon the whole and not its parts 
that the greatness of our truth 
begins to emerge and take serious 
root. The phenomena of 
mediumship is, was, and 
continues as the bed-rock of our 
science. An investigation into the 
phenomena is obviously called 
for if an understanding of the 
many facets and scientific 
questions are to be given an 
opportunity to be answered. And 
every part of our great 
superstructure of our wonderful 
philosophy and religion must 
square with the conclusions 
derived from such study. All else 
is speculation, however, alluring 
it appears, it is illegitimate and 
spurious. 

A conception with roots and 
clear explanation is wasted. It is 
true that some of our people 
refer to words they have gained 
quickly through a short reading 
of one of our. pamphlets. 
Although there can be opinions 
of a condition which allows 
phenomena to occur, every 
presentation is the result of 
definite facts in cooperation and 
these facts exist in every 
situation in which phenomena 
manifests. 

A conference where open 
debate was encouraged and 
acquired knowledge passed along 
to those wishing to gain the 
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expertise which goes with the 
ability to recite a truth would 
soon eliminate the vast gulfs 
which stand between Spiritualists 
and somehow give the general 
public ideas that a few offer a 
brand which is better than the 
rest. How often we hear a 
speaker say, “My Spiritualism 
teaches this,’’ or ‘*‘My 
Spiritualism teaches that the true 
approach...” or something else. 
There is no such thing as my 
Spiritualism or your Spiritualism. 
There is just one Spiritualism. 
Unfortunately, it is not as 
universal as many of us would 
like. The differences are regional, 
national and even personal. Some 
mediums and teachers are more 
talented, more able to convey 
the knowledge which they have 
learned along the path of growth.

Others demonstrate an obvious 
superiority but when their 
students are viewed it is apparent 
that the talent cannot easily be 
taught to others by this person. 

As you talk to different 
people you become aware of 
why we so often write off an 
explanation which fits every 
case. Where ten people give ten 
different opinions, the lesson 
affords little useful instruction. 
More than that, a lesson should 
teach an understanding which is 
applicable to the student, for 
until then the student knows 
only words without practical 
meaning. To accomplish this all 
important aspect the student 
must be able to demonstrate a 
measure of the knowledge 
imparted in class.

Prayers Whispered In Silence Are Heard 


Fre call homeward God 
sends out to touch the young 
sometimes seems beyond belief, 
too difficult to grasp. 
Occasionally, the silent plea of 
parents and loved ones are heard 
and the recall is rescinded. This 
apparently was the case for little 
four-year-old Melynda Wallace, 
who has joined the ranks of the 
unexplainable and is considered a 
scientific curiosity. 

A year ago the child 
underwent a series of changes in 

her body which ultimately were 

determined to be malignant 
growths - a tumor or series of 
tumors which had wrapped 
around the stem of her brain, 
extending down around the 
spine. 

The decision was obvious 
when radiation failed to dry-up 
the growth. Medication had 
failed. In August of 1979, 
dedicated surgeons at the 
University of Oregon Health 
Sciences Center in Portland, 
Oregon, managed to remove part 
of the ominous tissue from 
around the base of the skull and 
portions of the spine. Within a 
few months another sinister 
looking x-ray revealed the wild, 
ravaging cells had grown 
completely out of proportion 
and were even larger than the 
first operation had indicated. 

_ As her parents sat and 
Pondered the question of which 
direction to try now, it was so 
Very obvious, for there was no 
Other path open but to concede 
and make the necessary 
Arrangements for the funeral 
Which was most assuredly to 
“ome shortly. The medical 
Profession offered no other 
Chance, regardless of how faint. 
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So, the terrible, painful calls 
were made. 

All the doors were closed and 
all possible avenues were shut off 
when family and friends bent 
down and began to pray. 
Petitions had been registered 
before to this last council of 
hope, but perhaps never more 
strongly than now, for no other 
possible listener held the right in 
His hands. 

Between the time of the last 
medical decision in February of 
1980 and that beautiful day in 
March when Melynda arose from 
her bed and ate one meal, then 
another, and finally supper, a 
third meal, with little in-between 
snacks there was no hope, nor 
reason to hope. The urging of her 
stomach continued and her 
physical body began to show 
signs of reason to hope. 

Two months later the 
Wallaces of Grants Pass, Oregon 
had no doubt that their prayers 
and pleas had been heard and 
answered, for their little child 
was still alive and for the first 
time in many months was 
showing every sign of becoming a 
healthy little girl. Brain scans and 
tests said the tumor was gone. 
Specialists agreed that there was 


no tumor evident in the tests 
presented to them. 

And finally there was the 
evidence of little Melynda 
herself. She now has gained ten 
pounds (which was lost due to 
the cancerous growth), and her 
hair has grown back. 

Little Melynda is a scientific 
oddity. In medical terms she has 
beaten the odds and been healed. 
And although the doctors are 
still very cautious in their 
remarks, there are at least six 
people in Grants Pass who know 
that God does listen and 
sometimes He grants an 
extension to those who care 
sincerely and call upon His help 
and love. Little Melynda Wallace 
is the kind of proof which baffles 
the intelligence and braces the 
faith in an unknown wonder 
which seems to have the right to 
do what the wisest man on earth 
cannot accomplish with- the 
greatest array of tools and 
expensive instruments. 

Simple, sincere prayer is 
something we seldom do enough 
of and yet every so often Infinite 
Intelligence decides to forgive all 
the missed days and hours and 
hear it, though it be the last 
counsel of hope.

&nter these grounds and 
experience the whole spectrum 
of enlightenment. Camp 
Chesterfield has long deserved 
the title, Hub of World 
Spiritualism. Its history dates to 
the mid-twenties when tents 
were the only shelter for miles 
ground. The very best the world 
has witnessed in the field of 
psychic phenomena has served 
here. It’s attraction is 
world-wide, and in facilities, 
none finer exist. Names which 
ring of fame, fortune, exceptions 
to the rule are known here. 

Much can be said about the 
craft, those intangible gifts which 
link the medium with the World 
of Spirit and once drew people 
from every corner of the 
continent. Physical mediumship 
reached its zenith in America on 
the grounds of many Spiritualist 
Camps. Camp Chesterfield stands 
tall among them.

The 
cameras flashed and revealed to 
the public were two figures -- one 
human in all measurements 
capable under this remarkable 
instrument and the other, not 
human, only human in shape and 
size. This test removed any 
shadow of doubt and once again 
recorded the outstanding 
mediumship of Fanchion 
Harwood Dorsch. This lady was 
just one of the greats. 

There’s an old record at 
Camp Chesterfield which has yet 
to be equalled anywhere else by 
anyone. This particular medium 
once put five materialized forms 
on the floor at one time. 
Fanchion Harwood, as she was 
then known, served as the 
cabinet tender to the heavy 
weight of mediums, Lula Tabor. 

At every other camp there 
have also been many who 
charted the greatness of the past 
and carried the banner of 
Spiritualism high. Infra-red 
photography was not new, 
either, but the circumstances 
gave much support to the cause. 

Today, you will have to look 
long and hard to find better 
facilities - the large Maxon 
cafeteria, the Merry-Go-Round, 
where ice cream is served, the Dr. 
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J. E. Hett Memorial Art Gallery 
and Museum, the old wooden 
chapel, the sweeping Cathedral. 
On the grounds there are three 
hotels: the Western, Lily and 
Sunflower. None are modern but 
all are comfortable and 
reasonable. 

Breakfast, lunch and supper 
are available, with ice cream 
served during the day and early 
evening hours. 

The campus, and it truly isa 
campus, abounds with points of 
interest. There are several points 
you simply must not fail to visit. 
As you walk the grounds near 
the memorial to the great 
conscious leaders of the past, 
who awoke the world in their 
own time and own country, you 
will pass a very small chapel of 
stone and mortar. You may be 
one of the lucky ones to feel the 
aura of healing which comes 
from this chapel - from a great 
Indian force. Only once a year 
does he return in visual form, but 
every now and then he touches 
someone and the touch is felt. 

The Book Nook is large and 
contains over 5,000 books ‘to 
choose from. Mail orders are very 
common year round. 

The past is now a record, 
Camp Chesterfield is again 
asserting itself, reaching out to 
attract the best in/all schools of 
thought. Practitioners in every 
acceptable phase of healing, 
ancient wisdom, new age 
philosophy and psychic science 
now journey here to teach and to 
learn. 

In a sense little has changed 
on these beautiful grounds which 
greet the rush of people during 
the last week of June through 
the third week in August. The 
quality has always been high.
